The Aggressive Worker* Ksoaped Hefora 
the Men In the Oak IIIII Camp W ere 
Aware of the Fight— Mot Among

Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 23. 
all ready for the army of veterans who 
are on their way here to attend the 
thirty-first annual encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. During 
tlie night hundreds of veterans and 
their friends arrived, and Sunday they 
were coming in by thousands. It is 
estimated that nearly 8,000 strangers 
were in town Saturday and that from 
15,000 to 20,000 came in Sunday. 

The various railroads entering Buf- 
falo report that in addition to tlie hun- 
dreds of regular trains, schedules have 
been prepared for 245 specials to arrive 
here by Tuesday noon. Among the 
prominent arrivals are J. Cory Winans, 
of Commander-in-Chief Clarkson's staff; 
J, S. Lewis, past junior vice command- 
er, and Daniel Ross, of Wilmington, 
Del., a candidate for junior vice com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Camp Jewett, as the city of tents is 
known, is all ready for its inhabitants 
and while it will not be formally open- 
ed until 4 o'clock Monday afternoon, 

| a number of posts are already in- 
stalled. 

Ample arrangements have been made 
at the camp and elsewhere for the care 
! of the sick. Three hospital tents have 
been erected at Camp Jewett, each in 
charge of a competent staff of physi- 
cians. 

The honor of flying the first pennant 
from any tent at Camp Jewett belongs 
to Reno post., No. 04, of Williamsport, 

! l’a. A detachment of 11 members ar- 
rived Saturday, and was assigned to 
tents 27-29. Clayton P. White, of Wil- 
liamsport, was the first veteran to ar- 
rive, and is quartered on the steamer 
Idaho, which has been assigned to the 
naval posts. 

Among the later announcement of 
candidates to succeed Commander-in- 
Chief Clarkson are the names of John 
C. Lineham, of New Hampshire; Geo. 
H. Ennis, of Massachusetts; James A. 
Seaton, of Chicago, J. P. 8. Gobin, of 
Pennsylvania, and J. F. Mack, of Ohio. 

Col. Winans, of Commiuidcr-in-Chief 
Clarkson's staff, estimates tlie number 
of visitors to Buffalo durtftg^tbe- 'week 
at 200,000, making the largest encamp- 
! ment ever held. In speaking of the 
choice of the veterans for the next en- 
campment, Col. Winan's said that so 
far as his information went, there was 
but one choice among the delegates, 
and that was Cincinnati. There seems 
to be a feeling, he said among some of 
the eastern people that San Francisco 
wants the encampment but that is 
a mistake. San Francisco is prepar- 
ing to make a bid in 1899. With 
regard to the encampment held in 
Richmond, Va., he asserted there is 
j nothing in it. The people down there 
do not want it and tlie veterans do not 
1 care to go there. The chief objection, 
he said, was the certainty of unpleas- 
ant complications over the color line. 
Notwithstanding this view the Young 
Men’s Business association of Rich- 
mond has opened headquarters here 
and is making an effort to secure the 
encampment. 

Col. Winans says Pennsylvania will 
send the most people to the encamp- 
ment, with New York second and Ohio 
third in nttendunee. 

One of the most brilliant features of 
the encampment will be the living 
shield, which will be produced on 
Wednesday, the day of tho parade. 

Four thousand children from the 
schools, who have been under rehearsal 
for weeks, will form the shield, which 
will stand on Chippewa street, just be- 
low Delaware avenue, at the point 
where the line of march turns from 
Chippewa street into the avenue. Its 
pesition will be such as to face the 
marching columns for the two blocks. 

The platform upon which the chil- 
dren will sit will be built squarely 
across Chippewa street, cutting off all 
traffic. It is to resemble a large grand 
stand, the scats grading upward us the 
elevation increases. 

Tliis will give the shield the appear- 
ance intended, namely, of resting on 
an easle. Tlie seating space will be 
square aud tlie figures, dressed in red, 
white aud blue, will be so arranged as 
to form the outline of a shield, with 
red and white stripes, and with white 
stars in u blue field, surrounded by a 
border of black. Boys in black gar- 
ments arc to form the black back 
ground, while boys and girls, dressed 
In red, white and blue, will fill In the 
stars and stripes and the field. 

These Children of the Shield will be 
devided into two reliefs to avoid the 
fatigue of remaining in position for 
about seven hours. The first 2,000 will 
take their places in the morning just 
before the column moves, and will re- 
main in position until about half of 
the procession lias passed. Then they 



Pittsburgh, Pa , Aug. 23.— Religious 
services were held in the strikers' sev- 
eral camps Sunday, and all were large- 
ly attended, but notwith-Minding the 
religious air pervading Hie camps, a 
conflict between workers and strikers 
took place in the afternoon, during 
which three strikers were badly hurt, 
but none are in a serious condition. 
Five of the men who are working for 
the New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
Co.. Sunday afternoon went to William 
Seamon'a boarding house, about' one- 
half mile from Oak Hill tipple, where a 
number of strikers are quartered, for 
the purpose of persuading the strikers 
to go to work. The meeting was a 
stormy one and resulted in Antonio 
Podasky being shot near the heart, tha 
bullet going almost through hi* body. 
Grongron PI mold was shot in the eye 
and Botiste Dalmese was cut with a 
razor. The injured men are all strik- 
ers. This was the only disturbance re- 
corded at the camps Sunday. The ag- 
gressive workmen escaped before tlie 
men on the Oak Hill camp were aware 
of the fight. 

The report that Sandy Creek camp 
will bo abandoned was denied by the 
strikers Sunday and they say 60 men 
will lie sent there from Plum Creek and 
Turtle Creek. 

In addition to the general missionary 
work for the week the leaders have de- 
cided to direct especial work to tho 
prevention of operations at the SHndy 
Creek mine. The strikers say they will 
resume their inarching tactics Monday 
morning, claiming that under the rul- 
ing of Judge Goff in the West Virginia 
eases they are given this right. 

The sheriff does not say Sunday what 
course he will pursue in the morning 
should marching begin, but thinks ho 
is ready to meet every emergency. 

Sympathy for the strikers by tho 
farmers and citizens is not diminishing 
in the least. Sunday there were about 
700 visitors to the camp at Sandy 
creek, many of the farmers who came 
bringing wagon loads of provisions. 
Citizens of New Texas sent jyord that 
they had plenty of food f<«- tho'inen' 
and wanted them to call on them when 
needed. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 23. — Unity, a 
camp of Negro workmen employed in 
building the new Pittsburgh, Bessemer 
& Lake Erie railroad, is keeping np its 
reputation for riot and bloodshed. Sun- 
day night comes the report from there 
of a small sized riot, and three or four 
individual fights, during the progress 
of which one man was fatally shot and 
innumerable wounds Inflicted on oth- 
ers. It is said that nearly or quite all 
the Negroes In the camp are armed 
with revolvers and razors, and are a 
generally lawless set of men. The rec- 
ord of the day’s doings la briefly as 
follows: 

Tom Cash, nicked-named “Powder 
and Ball." was flourishing a 46-calibre 
revolver, when John Kelley came along 
and made some slighting remark at 
whicli Cash took offense, and he blazed 
away at Kelley, the bullet entering the 
abdomen, cutting its way clear through 
the stomach and intestines. Kelly Is 
bleeding internally and will die before 
morning. George Walker and Emanuel 
Lindsay quarreled over a disolute 
woman who frequents the camps, 
and Walker was shot, but not seriously 
wounded. Next William Matthews and 
George Smith became involve^ in a 
quarrel about something which nobody 
but themselves know of and Matthews 
received two bullets from Smith's re- 
volver, one in the arm and another in 
the leg. 

The whole was climaxed by a general 
fight in which ten shooters engaged. 
A Negro called Rags was shot in the 
head and a number of others received 
shot- and razor wounds which were 
dressed by themselves or friends after 
the battle was over.

At Morehead, Cena Day committed 
suicide by stabbing herself over the 
heart with a large bowie knife.

At Belton, Mulilenburg county, the 
other day was celebrated tlie one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the existence of 
the Hazel Creek Baptist church. Some 

3.000 people were gathered to partici- 
pate in the celebrntion. The church 
was organized August 19, 1797, and con- 
sisted of 14 members. Several weeks 
ago old records were found describing 
the baptistry, and after much digging 
and hunting it was located and un- 
earthed. 

Col. John Ogden Hodges died at his 
residence. No. 90 North Upper street, 
Iicxington. Col. Hodges had been bed- 
fast for several months with prestitis. 
He was born December 17, 1831, at Cyn- 
thiana, Ky. From Center college at 
Danville lie was graduated as ono of 
the most, famous class in the history of 
that institution. At Danville, Febru- 
ary 19, 1854, be married Miss Mary 
Messick. Two years later he removed 
to Missouri and practiced law until the 
war broke out. H took purt in the 
struggle in favor of the confederacy, 
serving under Gen. Prioe. In 1863 he 
returned to Lexington and engaged in 
tlie dry goods business. In 1880 he 
established the Sunday Observer, 
through which, until the hour of his 
illness, he wagud war against his polit- 
ical enemies. Col. Hodges held the 
office of superintendent of puVdio 
schools, and was later elected state 
senator, which office he filled with 
honor to himself and the community.

NASHVILLE MAN 

Kills HU Wlf© and Brother-In-Law and 
Then Fatally Wounds Himself. 

Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 28.--J. B. 
Rich, a young white man, shot and 
killed his wife Sunday night at the 
home of her mother in east Nashville. 
He then killed his brother-in-law, 
shooting him twice. Then he left the 
house and while in the yard shot him- 
self twice inflicting wounds from which 
he is expected to die. The pistol 
used was a 45-caliber revolver. Rich 
a week ago filed a bill for divorce 
against his wife, alleging infidelity. 
Sunday he was arrested charged with 
kidnaping one of the children and it 
is supposed the arrest enraged him and 
induced him to go to the house of his 
mother-in-law.

Campaign Opened by Chosen Candi- 
date (or Governor. 

At Fort Dodge, on the evening of 
Thursday, the 10th, the state democ- 
racy assembled In convention and nom- 
inated a state ticket. Mr. Fred E. White 
was chosen as the standard bearer and 
In response to the enthusiastic greeting 
given him by the people spoke ns fol- 
lows: 

"Mr. Chairman, I,adle» and Gentlemen: 
On June 23 last three separate atate con- 
ventions were held In the city of Des 
Moines. These three representative bodies 
nominated and Indorsed one ticket and 
united In the expression of a platform of 
principles. This being the opening meet- 
ing of the campaign the public expects and 
It has a right to expect a truthful exposi- 
tion of the principles to which we hold. 
Our platform declares In Its II rat para- 
graph that 'we lay special emphasis upon 
that portion of the national democratic 
platform on the financial question, believ- 
ing that the very existence of the farming, 
laboring and commercial Interests of this 
sountry depends upon a change of our 
financial policy and we reassert that we de- 
mand the free unlimited coinage of both 
gold and silver at the present legal ratio 
»f sixteen to one without waiting for the 
ild or consent of any other nation.’ 

"The most persistent objection urged 
igalnst the free coinage of sliver Is that 
concerning the ritlo. The declaration Is 
Incessantly made by gold standard advo- 
cates of both high and low degree that the 
sixteen to one ratio would give us a 60- 
cent dollar, an essentially dishonest dol- 
lar, a dollar that would not only cheat 
the private money lender, but ruin our pub- 
lic credit by fastening upon our people the 
withering guilt of having become deliber- 
ate repudlators of sacred obligations. 

“I do not care with what an amount of 
ronfldence gold standard advocates talk 
of a commercial ratio, the obvious fact, the 
historic truth Is, there has been no such 
ratio since 1873, and there Is no such ratio 
now. If true commercial value be natural 
value, then a truly commercial ratio must 
hi- a natural ratio: that la to say, It must 
be a ratio established under perfectly 
natural conditions; It must be the result 
of natural conditions: the conditions at the 
mint must be natural; that. Is equitable, 
equal conditions. Whenever thaoe condi- 
tions of equality at the mint are Inter- 
fered with, are destroyed, and unequal, un- 
fair, artificial conditions are substituted, 
then an actual, natural, real commercial 
ratio cannot be established. The ratio or 
result will always be In harmony with the 
prevailing conditions. This Is precisely 
the case with the present alleged commer- 
cial ratio. It Is not In any sense a natural, 
a true commercial, but a purely artificial 
ratio. The equality of conditions at the 
mint, that Is, the equality of gold and sil- 
ver, the unlimited privilege of each to 
be coined, was destroyed In 1878. Natural 
conditions, equality of conditions ceased 
to govern; and artificial, that Is, unequal 
conditions, were substituted and the re- 
sult, the ratio Is In harmony with these 
conditions, It Is an artificial ratio: being

ment Is such that the so-called protective 
system cannot possibly benefit us; if natur- 
al conditions exclude us from the bene- 
fits It dispenses to others, then with no In- 
tent of being hostile to capital, we have a 
right to protest against the system. If, 
as Is easily demonstrable, we are com- 
pelled to sell the result of our labor In a 
free trade market, we have the God-given 
right to ask that we be accorded the priv- 
ilege of Investing the proceeds of this 
labor In the same market. To ask the 
right to buy where wo are compelled to 
sell Is neither drmagoglsm, radicalism, an- 
archy, nor had financiering. But this right, 
sacred as It Is, the manufacturing corpora- 
tions have, at least for a time, de- 
stroyed. During the life of the Dlngley bill, 
the farmers of Iowa, and of the whole Mis- 
souri valley who raise grain add produce 
meat, will be compelled to sell In a free 
trade market and buy In a protected mar- 
ket. In other words, they will be compelled 
to submit (at least for some years) to a 
partial confiscation of their earnings. And 
this Is not so much for the sake or public 
revenue as for the purpose of reimbursing 
a hundredfold and more the shrewd cor- 
porations who united In the patriotic work 
of mlslng a fund of 316,000,000 with which 
Mark Hanna prosecuted a presidential 
campaign, that did more to degenerate 
the manhood of the voter, deaden the con- 
science of the people and generate distrust 
In the efficiency of free Institutions than 
all the rnsralltlea practiced 'n all the cam- 
paigns combined since the government was 
founded. As under the combined pro- 
visions of the prohibition and mulct laws 
of Iowa, the privilege can be bought from 
the state to commit a crime against so- 
ciety, so the manufacturing corporations 
bought with cold rash from the republican 
party the privilege to rob ,.nd plunder their 
helpless victims. 

Dlngley Hill Mot Asked Fur. 

"We are told that the people voted for 
protection last fall, and that the Dlngley 
bill ts but the natural response to this 
vote.

To undertake to 
compare this tremendous country with Its 
teeming and enterprising population equal- 
ing In creative power over 200,000,000 of Eu- 
ropeans, with such a comparatively weak 
republic as Mexico Is no fair comparison 
or parallel. Mexico U an Infant; our coun- 
try a giant. Mexico has scarcely succeed- 
ed In maintaining for herself a visible spot 
upon the world's map. Wo are by common 
consent regarded as the foremost people 
upon the globe. Mexico Is destitute of In- 
ternational Influence; at the council table 
of the nations she Is systematically Ignored. 
Her trade and commerce while growing 
rapidly of late Is as yet comparatively In- 
significant, and necessarily must be. Mex- 
ico lacks the great essentials — business, 
trade and commerce— which are the per- 
petual absorbents of money. Let a man 
take silver bullion to the Mexican mint for 
coinage, and the trouble Is there Is not 
much to buy with the coin, for Mexico has 
but little to sell. The very contrary Is 
true of us. Let everyone bring silver to 
our mint and we will ootn It Into a full- 
fledged American dollar. We will put the 
eagle on one aide ajid the goddess of lib- 
erty on the other with the superscription 
added, not In the money power, but 'In 
God we trust.’ 

Make an Actnal Dollar. ' 

"We will through the power of the law, 
the law being backed by the power ef pub- 
lic opinion, make this silver dollar an 
actual dollar that will stand In need of no 
redeemer. We will Invest It with the char- 
acter of absolute, primary money. We 
will not dishonor It, send It forth an or- 
phan, a discredited coin. We will make It 
an unqualified legal tender. We will 
clothe It with every essential function pos- 
tessed by Its yellow brother. With such 
a dollar, enjoying the prestige of the great, 
sst nation on earth, the owner will have no 
llfllculty. He can buy with It a thousand

The Wealthy Sausage Maker of Chicago, 

On Trial for the Murder of ills Wife. 

Chicago, Aug. 24. — After two prelim- 
inary hearings and three months' con- 
finement in the county jail, Adolph 
I.uetgert, the rich sausage maker, was 
put on trial, charged with the murder 
of his wife, before Judge Tuthill, in 
the criminal court Monday. The big 
sausage maker has declared to his at- 
torneys, ex-Judge William A. Vincent 
and Albert Phalen, that he desired no 
further delay. Both the state and de- 
fense prophesy that 1.000 veniremen 
will be examined, and that a week will 
pass before 12 men, who are acceptable 
to both sides, are found. Then the 
trial will begin in earnest. 

The theory of the state is that Luet- 
gert induced his wife to accompany 
him to his sleeping apartment in the 
factory office and there strangled 'her. 
Then lie is thought to have taken her 
body to the cellar and to have immersed 
it in a vat filled with a solution of caus- 
tic potash heated to the boiling point. 
What remained of the body after this 
process, it is alleged, was gathered to- 
gether and thrown into the furnace of 
one of the factory boilers. Then fire 
had been kept up under one of the boil- 
ers upon express orders given by Luet- 
gert to his watchman Frank Bialk. 

The state has made several experi- 
ments in support of this theory.

If we cannot maintain the right 
of free speech we shall find ourselves un- 
able to perpetuate the blessing of liberty 
to secure which such heroic sacrifices were 
made. 

"The democratic party, the natural party 
of popular freedom, must never consent to 
an enlargement of the powers of the federal 
Judiciary. It is this very danger, the abuse 
of judicial power, that Jefferson so clearly 
foresaw and so earnestly warned us 
against. Let us see to It that his warning 
may not have been In vain."
